There are currently sixteen 
homes and seventeen lots for 
sale in Surf Pines. Five of the 
homes are Sale Pending.

The three homes that are bank foreclosures have 
been on the market for a substantial amount of time. 
We have had eight foreclosures in Surf Pines this 
year alone. The other twelve active listings range in 
price from $1,350,000 to $370,000. It’s a great time 
to purchase a home in Surf Pines. 


Good News, there have been six sales in Surf Pines 
since June of 2012. Three Lots, one on the corner of 
High Surf and Manion sold for $70,000, one in front 
of the yellow house on Manion for $65,000, and 
Ocean Drive at the far north end for $210,000.

Security Corner

With the approach of fall, please winterize your 
homes. Disconnect your hoses, cover your faucets, 
and turn up your heat a little if you will be gone for 
extended periods. 


Summer has passed and the amount of traffic has 
decreased in Surf Pines, unfortunately those that 
continue to speed persist. The Board has purchased a 
radar gun to identify soeeding on our roads. Those who 
continue to break our speed limits will be notified. 


Illegal hunting has again caused problems in Surf 
Pines. There are hunters who have shot game on 
outlying properties and tracked them into Surf 

Pines. This behavior is considered trespassing and the 
hunters have been confronted. In one case an elk was 
spotted by residents with an arrow in its side. The elk 
was observed for many days and ultimately euthanized 
by a State Game Officer when it was determined it 
would not survive. If you see anyone that appears to be 
hunting or tracking animals within our gates call me 
immediately. 


On September 12, a resident reported that shots were 
being fired from the beach dunes toward his 

house. The sheriff responded and it was discovered 
that a couple on the beach was firing an assault rifle 
toward the ocean and the dunes. Sergeant Mark 
Whisler confiscated their weapon and issued citations. 
Luckily no one was injured in this incident. 


Reports of loose dogs continue and repeatedly, these 
are the same animals running off-leash and out of 
control of their owners. After a warning, owners who do 
not control their dogs are reported to Animal Control. 
Animal Control will issue tickets to non-compliant 
owners. Please contact Animal Control directly to 
report nuisance dogs. 


Many of our residents do not have their address stakes 
visible from the road. Address stakes are available 
through the county and serve to make it easier for 
emergency first responders to locate an address. This 
is very important for full-time and part-time residents. 


| would like to personally thank our resident Law 
Enforcement Officers living in Surf Pines. They go 
above and beyond to help with our security.

Selecting this enables members to opt out of 
receiving mailed copies of the Owner’s Guide, Surf 
Pines Directory, and the Breeze to help reduce paper 
and save the association money. When you opt out 
you will receive an email indicating whenever any of 
these documents are updated.

Report Hunting in Surf Pines 


During hunting season, remember that hunting of any 
kind is prohibited in Surf Pines. Any hunting should be 
reported to John Gates (503-298-7911), the security 
manager, who reports the hunting, in turn, to the 
Oregon State Police, the Oregon Department of Fish 
and Wildlife, and the Surf Pines Board. Do not confront 
a hunter. Do not endanger yourself. Obtain as 
complete a description as possible of the hunter and 
the occurrence of hunting, including the time and 
place. 
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Recently, on one of our glorious sunny days, | was parked in the Safeway parking lot waiting for my wife Chris. 
As is typical for me, | was started looking for birds to watch. On this particular day, rather than an assortment of 
gulls in the parking lot, | obServed a small murder of crows walking about looking for anything edible. A car 
slowly eased by and as if on cue, a young girl and boy leaned out the car window and deliberately tossed 
several crackers to the crows. There was a brief hesitation, creating a safe distance between the car and the 
crackers. Three of the five crows casually walked up to the crackers. The other two seemed leery and only 
ventured forward once the three safely had food in beak. Up to that point, their behavior was to be expected 
and nothing especially interesting in terms of crow behavior. If | had looked away | would have missed 
something quite interesting. 


Nature Watch y

Near the crows was a small pool of water that had collected in a depression on the pavement. One of the 
crows began placing a cracker in the water. The crow pushed the cracker about until it was soft enough to 
consume. Actions that are deliberate performed by animals offer a glimpse into their thought processes. In 
those moments, we can see them adding one and one to equal two. This vision into their world shows learning 
by observation, as well as trial and error. 


Crows are in the avian family, Corvidae, which 
includes ravens, jays, nutcrackers, and magpies. 
Technically, the corvids are passerines, song birds 
and perching birds, such as sparrows, robins, 
chickadees, and finches, but their behaviors and 
vocalization are especially unique. As for their song, 
we don’t find their insistent, repetitive Caw! Caw! 
Caw! or Jay! Jay! Jay! as music to our ears. Yet, their 
behavior is inquisitive, crafty, emotional, smart and 
shows evidence of new learning. Corvids as a group 
assume characteristics that were once attributed 
only to humans, including self-recognition, insight, 
revenge, tool use, mental time travel, deceit, murder, 
language, play, calculated risk-taking, social 

” learning, and traditions. We have a long history with 
| iki te them as evidenced through our literature, art, 
science, legend and myth. We recognize the 
intelligence and adaptability of this unique group of birds and have come to base every thesis about their 
humanlike behaviors on how the brain of a bird is known to function. 





As an example, picture a crow in a small enclosure and perched on a rod. On a short string hanging from the 
rod some food has been tied. The challenge for the bird is to obtain the food since grasping it in flight is not 
possible. To obtain the food, the bird reached down to grip the string, pull the loop of string up, then placed the 
loop on the perch and stepped on it. It could then release the string from its beak and reach further down the 
string for several additional pulls and steps. In planning, Sequencing and problem solving, it obtains the prize. 


Whether in the city or the natural landscape of Surf Pines, we often take for granted and assume certain 
behaviors from the animals around us. If I’ve learning anything in my years of casual observation of the natural 
world, it is to do the opposite. It is better to observe with an open mind, patience and to expect the unexpected. 
Certainly, with crows and the other corvids, remarkable sights and sounds are likely to occur.
